In the State of Massachusetts a 
law has been passed by an over¬ 
whelming vote of the people against 
>he upe of the cruel steel trap which 
causes much suffering to dumb an 
imals. Societies for prevention of 
cruelty to animals have ben: large 
ly instrumental in creating public 
opinion and many friends of dumb 
animals in Canada are agitating for 
similar measures to introduce more 
humane methods in trapping fur¬ 
hearing animals. 


Coleman and other towns in the Crows Nest Pass have 
had a good season of hockey by teams of the strictly “home¬ 
brew” variety. There have been no paid players; the boys 
have played the game for the love of it, and played it well. 
This is the reason they have been accorded good suppoit, 
and the “Crow” League has been given a generous share 
oi publicity on the sport pages of the daily newspapers. 

The “Crow” league over a period of several years has 
been the training ground for quite a number who have been 
picked up by scouts for the big leagues in Canada and the 
States. It indicates that the boys of the mining towns have 
the qualities that are essential in good hockey players, aTTd 
acts as an incentive to the younger players. 


Listening in on the radio to a hockey match broadcast 
of the Coast Leagues, and hearing former local players’ 
name as setting the “fans” into a frenzy of excitement, or 
reading of them in the newspapers, who does not experience 
a thrill of pride and interest in having seen these boys “do 
their stuff’ in the rinks of the Pass towns? Canada may 
indeed be proud of its hockey players, and they attract at¬ 
tention in sporting circles throughout the world. The fact 
that 11,000 people in one of the European countries wit¬ 
nessed a game between the Manitoba Grads and a European 
team demonstrates the appeal that ice hockey makes to 
people in other countries. 


The Leaser, of New Denver, B. C M is a small paper in 
si^e, but its editor has lots of “kick.” Read this: 

“If any of the critics would like to try running a news¬ 
paper here The Leaser is for sale on easy terms. We have 
spent five dollars in the town for every dollar received from 
it. It is the only village in the province having a news¬ 
paper where the school trustees do. their advertising on a 
fence, the only one where the churches and sporting clubs 
do their advertising on a bulletin board. It is socially a 
live village, but Lord, how cheap! The man who would 
offer the editor a complimentary would either pull it back 
or have heart failure. When a correspondent anonymously 
is allowed to make misstatements and lying insinuations in 
a supposedly reputable newspaper it is time to forget jour¬ 
nalistic ethics and reply in kind.” 

The correspondent referred to sent an anonymous let¬ 
ter to the Nelson News, hence the outburst of the editor 
of The Leaser. 


Here are some figures showing the money spent on 
liquor purchased at Government stores. From 1924 to

Practically perfect operation 
of upwards of 80 tape ticker ma¬ 
chines, carrying their news with 
lightning speed, beating all previ¬ 
ous records by two-thirds, is an¬ 
nounced by W. M. Thompson, man¬ 
ager, western lines, Canadian Paci¬ 
fic Telegraphs. 


An official report shows that at 
the end of November last, there 
were 446,676 licensed radios in Can¬ 
ada or about one for every 22 of 
the population. Ontario leads with 
228,480 sets and Quebec next with 
81,033. Toronto leads all Canadian 
cities with 71,143 sets and in west¬ 
ern Canada Vancouver tops the list 
with 17,830 with Winnipeg next 
with 16,953. It is only ten years 
since the first programme was 
broadcast by radio. 


Among foodstuffs taken from the 
sea, the Indians on the coast of 
British Columbia put seaweed as 
worth adding to the menu of an 
epicurean, and in earlier days it 
was used among them as money 
also.

Optknism Expressed In Address Of 
Sir John Alrd 

Optimism in the future of f'xn«H« 
was the keynote of an address deliv¬ 
ered at Toronto before chartered 


Four day mail transmission be-1 
tween Great Britain and Canada is j 
seen by poet office officials as a rea¬ 
sonable expectation within the next. 
year or so, while the development of 
nviation may find letters from London ' 
being delivered in Vancouver within 
two and a half days. 

Discussing the future of aerial ser- j 
vices, P. T. Coolican. deputy post- j 
master-general, states that during 
some periods of the year at least the j 
transference of mail from ship to j 
'plane In the Straits of Belle Isle j 
should make it possible to land mail j 
in New York ahead of trans-Atlantic j 
liners entering that port from the' 
British Isles. 

While no announcement was made 
that the department contemplates 
inauguration of such a service, it 
was indicated considerable study had 
been given the project. A successful 
trial flight was made last fall when 
letters and newspapers were delivered 
to Premier R. B. Bennett on board 
the “Empress of Australia" as the 
vessel went through the straits. This 
meant a saving of two days at least 
in transmission. Decision of the Unit¬ 
ed States government to institute 
trans-Atlantic air flights via Bermu¬ 
da and the Azores has led to consid¬ 
eration of possibilities of flights over 
the North Atlantic steamship track 
between Britain and Canada. Mr. 
Coolican drew attention to the fact 
that the flight from the Irish Coast 
to Newfoundland is shorter than the 
single leg between Bermuda and 
Azores of the proposed United States 
service. The project in the mid- 
Atlantic also involves overwater 
jumps from the coast to Bermuda and 
from the Azores to Lisbon. Further¬

Market In France Far Wheat 


Expect That Imports For This Y, 
Will Be Around Million 


The proposal on the- part of the 
French government to fix the price 
of wheat in France at around $2 a 
bushel would have no direct effect 
on exportation of Canadian wheat to 
that country. This was explained by 
people in close touch with the situa¬ 
tion. 

The object of the French govern¬ 
ment is to provide a price that will 
be profitable for the domestic grow¬ 
ers of wheat. It is contended that 
82 wheat is necessary to encourage 
production in France. Should this 
price be fixed, the tariff imposed by 
France would be approximately 
equal to the difference between 
world prices and the French 
price. The duty would be raised or 
lowered as world prices fell or ad¬ 
vanced. The French government 
has authority to change its tariff in 
such situations by methods some¬ 
what similar to orders-in-council in 
Canada.

The 16 quart pail should receive 
1 two ounces of Formalin.

The disadvantage of this method is 
that it is slow and not very conven- 
ien.t.
